Mr.  Mayor,  Miss  Padgett  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1948.  On  the  5th 
July,  1948,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  of  the 
Borough  passed  over  to  the  control  of  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  This  change,  however,  has  been 
little  felt  in  view  of  the  transfer  of  your  officials  and  the  con- 
tinuance of  their  work  within  the  Borough.  The  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  passed  over  to  the  control  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  on  the  same  date.  Owing  to  the  continuing 
yearly  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious  cases,  this  hospital 
was  rapidly  becoming  a financial  burden  to  the  Borough.  The 
daily  occupied  bed  state  for  the  year  was  only  4,5  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  46  beds.  No  doubt  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
will  be  able  to  use  the  hospital  for  other  purposes  whereby  all 
the  beds  can  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  the  nursing  and 
domestic  staff  employed  at  full  economic  level. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees  for  their 
valuable  assistance  and  support  and  the  staffs  of  the  Health 
and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  17-9  per 
1,000  population  ; our  birth-rate  is,  therefore,  slightly  below 
that  for  the  country  generally. 

[h)  Still-births: 

There  were  10  still-births  (all  legitimate)  during  the  year, 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  0*40  per  1,000  population  as  compared 
with  0-42  for  the  country  generally. 

(c)  Deaths  : 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
as  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  339.  This  is  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  13-6  per  1,000  compared  with  a rate  of  10-8 
for  the  country  generally.  This  inequality  is  due  to  the 
difference  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the  Borough 
from  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  Of  the  339  deaths, 
the  number  over  65  totalled  225  giving  a percentage  of  66-4. 

(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  ; 

There  were  17  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
13  legitimate  and  4 illegitimate.  The  infantile  mortality 
based  upon  the  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  year, 
i.e.,  396,  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  43  per  1,000  births,  com- 
pared with  a rate  for  the  country  of  34.  Full  particulars 
giving  details  of  the  causes  of  death  and  age  distributions 
are  given  in  Table  III. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  ; 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases.  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  (under  2 years). 

There  were  no  deaths  in  this  group.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations 
are  sent  either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at 
the  County  Hospital,  Beverley.  The  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  water  supplies,  milk  supplies  and  ice  cream  is  carried  out 
at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 
Samples  of  water  for  residual  chlorine  content  are  sent  to  the 
North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough. 

In  addition  the  Waterworks  Department  submit  their  own 
samples  to  the  Public  Analyst  of  the  District  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

From  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Borough  Service  was  incor- 
porated into  that  provided  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.

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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

These  services  also  passed  to  the  County  Council  on  the 
5th  July  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Health  Visiting. 

This  was  seriously  interfered  with  on  account  of  the  illness 
of  Miss  E.  Smith,  the  Senior  Health  Visitor,  and  the  resignation 
of  the  School  Nurse.  For  approximately  six  months  only  one 
Health  Visitor  was  available  for  the  whole  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  work  in  the  Borough. 

Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  established  at  the  Oxford  Street  School  Clinic  and 
sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday  after- 
noons. The  School  Clinic  is  available  daily  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  and  arrangements  are  co-ordinated  with  the 
Education  Authority  for  the  treatment  of  dental,  ophthalmic, 
orthopaedic,  throat,  nose  and  ear,  etc.,  defects  in  the  pre-school 
population. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  voluntary  workers 
for  their  most  valuable  help  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year.

Milk  Foods. 

During  the  year  dried  milk  and  other  specialities  were  sold 
at  cost  price  in  the  Welfare  Centre.  Owing  to  the  improved 
financial  circumstances  and  absence  of  unemployment  in  the 
district  necessitous  cases  requiring  free  supplies  have  been 
extremely  few. 

Ante-natal  Services. 

A weekly  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Avenue  Hospital 
and  it  is  considered  that  the  opening  of  an  additional  clinic  in 
the  Borough  would  result  in  unnecessary  duplication.

There  were  5 
d^a  I s belonging  to  the  Borough  registered  as  due  to  prematurity, 
all  occurring  in  hospital,  the  remaining  infants  notified  survived. 
No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  hospitalisation  of  cases, 
in  fact  of  the  total  of  17  infant  deaths  from  all  causes  only  2 
occurred  in  the  home,  one  of  these  being  a case  of  concealment 
of  birth  (inquest  held). 

Home  Help. 

This  service  is  now  organised  by  the  County  Council.

Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  four  Nursing  Homes  in  the  area  ; all  have  been 
inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

School  Clinics. 

These  are  held  daily  at  the  Oxford  Street  Clinic,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  District  School  Medical  Officer,  attends 
at  all  sessions.  Special  ophthalmic  and  orthopaedic  sessions  are 
held  when  necessary.  Dental  sessions  are  held  four  times  weekly . 
Children  under  five  years  of  age  can  attend  at  any  of  these 
Clinics. 

The  above  services  are  now  provided  by  the  East  Riding 
County  Council  Education  Committee. 

Promotion  of  Cleanliness  and  Good  Habits  and  the  Elimination 
of  Verminous  Conciitlions. 

This  has  always  received  the  at  ention  of  the  Health  Visitors 
who  on  routine  visits  give  advice  anc  instructions  when  necessary. 
All  cases  of  continual  uncleanline&s  and  verminous  conditions 
are  reported  and  the  liouses  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Heal.h  and  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  ; there  is  also  regular 
co-op3ration  with  the  N.S.i^.C.C.  Inspector.  Lethane  oil  is 
pro'^  'ided  free  cf  cost  to  aece.' sitous  cases  and  special  combs  are 
issued  on  loan  from  tie  Cli  lic  wl  en  rec  uired.  The  Cleansing 
Centre  at  the  Infectiors  Diseases  Hosiiital  is  also  available  for 
cases  requiring  additio]ial  trcatmeni.

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SANITARY  CiRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

All  waterworks  are  the  properly  of  the  Corporation  and  the 
area  of  supply  covers  the  whole  Borough  and  a considerable  part 
of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  with  a daily  distribution  of  over 
million  gallons. 

There  are  two  pumping  stations,  one  situated  in  the  Borough 
and  the  other  at  Burton  Agnes  ; all  storage  reservoirs  are  covered. 
The  wells  and  bore-holes  are  approximately  200  feet  deep 
through  chalk  strata,  and  owing  to  the  depth  and  natural 
filtration  of  chalk  the  water,  although  hard,  is  exceptionally 
pure  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

As  an  additional  precaution  against  water-borne  diseases 
all  water  is  chlorinated  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Schemes  are  in  hand  for  extensions  of  mains  to  the  Bessingby 
Road  Housing  Estate.  Extension  of  the  Corporation  mains 
has  been  made  to  houses  in  the  Bridlington  Rural  District.  In 
conjunction  with  the  East  Riding  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee progress  has  been  made  with  respect  to  piped  supplies 
from  Corporation  mains  to  farms  in  the  Bridlington  Rural  Dis- 
trict. Arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  Flamborough,  Hunmanby,  Muston  and  Folkton  water 
undertakings  subject  to  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
regularly.

20  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Waterworks  Engineer  during  the  year  ; all  showed  complete 
absence  of  B.Coli. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  still  some  pail  closets  connected  with  cottages  in 
the  Borough.  These  dwellings  are  all  under  review  for  demolition 
when  slum  clearance  is  commenced.  Conversion  to  modern 
sanitation  at  Sewerby  will  be  completed  in  1949. 

Sewage. 

The  new  sewage  scheme  for  the  Borough  is  still  in  its  planning 
stages  and  awaits  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Every  summer  numerous  complaints  are  received  of  the 
fouling  of  the  beaches  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  Borough. 
This  chronic  nuisance  will  persist  to  the  detriment  of  the  town 
until  the  existing  sewer  outfalls  are  closed  and  all  foul  sewage 
dealt  with  at  new  sewage  works  outside  the  Borough. 

Housing. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  350-400  houses  in  the 
Borough  are  unfit  for  habitation  under  the  standard  of  the 
Housing  Acts. 

Camping. 

There  are  four  licensed  camping  grounds  within  the  Borough 
covering  34  acres  ; all  are  completely  on  the  water  carriage 
system. 

During  the  summer  months  all  sites  are  fully  occupied. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  prosecution  for  permitting 
camping  without  a licence.  The  result  was  that  the  defendant 
was  fined  £5  and  given  thirty  days  to  remove  the  occupiers  of 
the  caravans  from  the  land,  after  which  a daily  penalty  of  £1 
would  be  imposed  if  the  dwellings  were  not  removed. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  the  summer  months 
by  the  inspectorate  staff  in  order  to  ascertain  that  the  provisions 
of  the  camping  licences  are  being  complied  with.  Far  too  many 
of  the  moveable  dwellings  on  the  sites  are  being  used  by  their 
owners  as  a means  of  livelihood,  some  dwellings  regularly  change 
hands  in  the  same  manner  as  a boarding-house. 

It  is  estimated  that  between  three  and  four  thousand  people 
use  the  camping  sites  in  the  Borough  each  week  during  August 
and  still  great  vigilance  has  to  be  maintained  in  order  to  prevent 
mushroom  growths  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  still  further  land  should  be  found 
for  the  purj)ose  of  camping  even  to  the  extent  of  the  Corporation 
assuming  control.  The  demand  for  camping  sites  exceeds  the 
supply  and  until  the  position  is  evened  up  we  shall  always  have 
indiscriminate  camping.

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

There  have  been  no  staff  changes  during  the  year.  Mr. 
T.  H.  Meredith,  the  Pupil  Clerical  Assistant,  returned  from 

H. M.  Forces  on  the  26th  April,  1948. 

My  Department  assumed  responsibility  for  the  control  and 
supervision  of  Street  Cleansing  on  the  1st  April,  1948. 

The  Sanitary  Section  covers  the  period  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1948,  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is  for  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1948. 

Good  progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  in  all 
sections  of  the  work,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  food 
preparing  premises  and  the  premises  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream  are,  in  my  opinion,  second  to  none.  Every  manu- 
facturer of  ice  cream  has  made  a valiant  effort  to  bring  his 
premises  up  to  present  day  standards.  The  equipment  installed 
will  do  the  job,  it  now  only  remains  for  the  plant  to  be  used  and 
used  intelligently  for  samples  to  be  satisfactory  after  Bacterio- 
logical Examination. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  at  cafes. 

I would  like  to  mention  that  the  relationship  between  the 
Health  Department  and  the  traders  is  very  cordial  and  advice 
given  is  readily  accepted. 

I am  still  very  disappointed  that  we  have  been  unable  to 
alleviate  the  lot  of  people  living  in  houses  that  ought  to  be 
demolished*  I trust  before  the  next  Annual  Report  is  in  print 
slum  clearance  will  be  commenced.

The  uncomplied  statutory  notices  will  be  carried  to  the  y^ar

requiring  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  into  water  closets  at 
Sewerby. 

Approval  to  carry  out  the  work  and  loan  sanction  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  awaited. 

As  in  previous  years  it  is  customary  to  interview  owners 
and  occupiers  wherever  possible,  this  is  instanced  by  the  fact 
that  no  fewer  than  728  interviews  have  taken  place  during  the 
year,  with  respect  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  sanitary  and 
housing  improvements.

Ante-Mortem  inspection  of  animals  is  undertaken  at  the 
Collecting  Centre  situated  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Portland 
Place,  Bridlington,  and  lairages  at  the  Government  Slaughter- 
house, Rhodena  Avenue,  as  a considerable  number  of  animals 
are  transported  by  road  and  rail  from  other  Collecting  Centres. 

Post-Mortem  examination  of  all  animals  is  carried  out  by 
three  qualified  Meat  and  Food  Inspectors  attached  to  the  Public 
Health  Department.  This  has  meant  long  hours  and  often 
week-end  duties,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  the  only  satisfactory 
way  of  carrying  out  meat  inspection  if  identification  of  the  organs 
with  the  carcase  is  to  be  carried  out  and  disease  efficiently 
detected. 

At  no  time  has  it  been  necessary  to  call  in  the  Area  Technical 
Adviser  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the  relations  between  the 
Ministry  of  Food  personnel  at  the  slaughter-house  and  my  staff 
are  most  cordial. 

All  cases  of  generalised  tuberculosis  or  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder  are  notified  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon,  Mr.  E 
Varley.

Rodent  Operator  according  to  the  methods  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

The  reservoir  infestation  is  the  water  course,  the  Gypsey 
Race,  which  continues  to  be  a source  of  trouble  and  requires 
continual  attention.  One  treatment  and.  four  retreatments  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  although  this  watercourse 
is  a reservoir  of  infestation  it  is  now  reduced  to  minor  proportions. 

942  pre-baits  together  with  327  poison  baits  were  laid 
during  these  treatments. 

In  connection  with  the  treatments  of  the  minor  infestations, 
2,785  pre-baits  and  588  posion  baits  were  laid. 

A treatment  of  the  sewers  in  Sewerby  was  carried  out  in 
April  when  all  the  14  man-holes  in  the  system  were  pre-baited. 
Nine  takes  were  recorded  and  poison  bait  laid  in  these  nine 
manholes.  It  is  estimated  that  15  rats  were  destroyed  as  a 
result  of  this  treatment. 
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No  takes  were  recorded  when  a further  test  baiting  of  these 
sewers  was  caried  out  in  May. 

A test  baiting  of  all  the  sewers  in  the  Borough  was  executed 
in  December  when  test  baits  were  placed,  in  205  of  the  total 
number  of  705  manholes  in  the  sewage  system. 

On  inspection  it  was  observed  that  in  no  case  had  the  bait 
been  disturbed  making  it  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  rat 
infestation  in  the  sewers  is  very  slight  indeed.

Measures  against  Rodents. 

The  number  of  ships  coming  into  Bridlington  is  very  small 
and  principally  consists  of  small  Danish  fishing  vessels.  These 
are  inspected-  A contract  exists  between  the  Harbour  Com- 
missioners and  the  Corporation  for  the  periodical  destruction  of 
rats  in  the  Harbour  area.  The  results  of  such  treatments  are 
shown  in  the  following  table.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

1948  REPORT. 

The  figures  for  this  section  of  my  report  are  for  the  financial 
year  1947/48.  They  show  3,385  loads  of  house  refuse 
totalling  7,523  tons,  606  loads  of  trade  refuse  weighing  205  tons. 
Salvageable  materials  sold  weighed  621  tons.  The  total 
tonnage  being  8,349  tons.  The  weight  of  the  house  refuse  is 
arrived  at  by  40%  test  weighings  over  the  year  and  the  trade 
refuse  is  the  actual  weight.  1,604  loads  of  refuse  were  deposited 
at  the  tip  from  outside  sources  weighing  approximately  600  tons. 

743  tons  2 cwts.  1 qr.  of  salvageable  materials  were  sold 
during  the  financial  year  1947/48,  as  compared  with  621  tons 
17  cwts.  3 qrs.  for  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of 
121  tons  4 cwts.  2 qrs. 

The  two  principle  items  of  salvage  namely  wastepaper  and 
kitchen  waste  were  384  tons  12  cwts.  1 qr.  and  241  tons  17  cwts. 
respectively,  wastepaper  shows  an  increase  of  92  tons  9 cwts.  1 qr., 
and  kitchen  waste  an  increase  of  37  tons  4 cwts.  3 qrs. 

The  income  derived  from  salvage  was  ;£4,093  7s.  9d.,  this 
figure  includes  an  amount  of  £253  4s.  7d.  government  grant  in 
respect  of  wastepaper  and  kitchen  waste.  The  comparable 
figure  for  1946/47  was  £3,124  4s.  3d.  The  total  income  from  all 
sources  amounted  to  £5,598  3s.  5d.,  as  compared  with  £4,693 
14s.  2d. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  and  from 
June  to  August  a second  collection  was  given  to  hotels,  boarding- 
houses and  cafes.  A more  frequent  collection  is  given  to  wet 
fish  shops. 

The  number  of  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighters  used  for 
refuse  and  street  cleansing  work  is  six. 

Four  Chelsea  Type  Freighters  were  purchased  in  1939  and 
are  still  in  commission. 

One  Chelsea  Type  Freighter  was  purchased  in  1946. 

One  Rear  Loading  Moving  Floor  Freighter  was  purchased 
in  1948. 

Since  1939  one  steel  body  and  one  steel  shell  have  been 
fitted  to  No.  4 and  3 Freighter  respectively  and  three  Freighters 
have  had  reconditioned  gear  boxes. 
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One  new  shell  has  been  ordered  for  No.  1 Freighter  and 
No.  2 Freighter  will  require  a new  shell  next  year. 

The  usual  engine  exchanges  and  reconditioning  have  of  course 
taken  place  during  the  ten  years  the  vehicles  have  been  in  service. 

Loan  sanction  has  also  been  received  for  the  pui chase  of 
one  Mechanical  Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptier,  which  is  to  be 
fitted  with  street  watering  and  sewer  flushing  equipment  and 
one  Mechanical  Sprinkler  Sweeper  Collectoir. 

During  the  year  a Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  was  discussed 
by  the  Health  Committee  but  it  was  thought  that  the  time  was 
not  opportune  to  institute  such  a scheme.  I sincerely  hope  that 
before  the  next  12  months  have  elapsed  the  matter  will  be  re- 
considered. I regard  the  dustbin  as  a part  of  the  cleansing 
service  and  in  order  to  obtain  the  utmost  efficiency  from  the 
service  all  dustbins  should  become  the  property  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  cumbersome  procedure  of  the  serving  of  notices  would 
be  eliminated  and  dustbins  would  be  renewed  immediately  they 
become  defective. 


With  the  decline  in  the  demand  for  broken  glass  and  bottles 
salvage  operations  have  principally  taken  place  at  Portland 
Place  Depot.  Cambridge  Street  Depot  is  used  for  the  sorting  and 
cleaning  of  textiles  and  metals  and  for  the  storage  of  implements 
and  materials  used  by  the  Cleansing  Service. 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  tipped  at  Fond  Brigg  Lane  and 
Bessingby  Hill  Site  in  accordance  'witli  the‘  recommendations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Therd  have  been  no  complaints  but  I 
wish  to  complain  most  vehemehtly  with  respect  to  the  wilful 
damage  done  to  the  tip  and  gtowiifg  drops  on  the  land  by  tres- 
passers, mostly  adolescents,  intermingled  with  a f^ir  sprinkling 
of  young  school  children,  the  filthy  state  these  children  get  into 
has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  spent  a considerable 
amount  of  money  in  order  that  refuse  shall  be  satisfactorily  and 
hygienically  disposed  of.  At  times  I despair  when  I see  the 
senseless  damage  and  depredation  done  to  the  tip,  tip  banks 
and  crops  after  the  workmen  have  left  the  site.  Out  of  200 
poplar  cuttings  planted  by  the  Parks  and  Gardens  Superintendent 
only  12  remain. 

It  gives  no  encouragement  to  me  or  my  men  and  until  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  is  forcibly  brought  home  to  the 
culprits,  I am  confident  the  situation  will  not  improve. 
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6 tons  8 ewts.  of-Lay  were  reaped  from  tip  land  seeded  down, 
3 1 acres  were  sown  with  mangolds  together  with  four  acres  of 
potatoes. 

I would  again  like  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  the 
public  cleansing  service  and  in  particular  my  mechanic  and 
foreman,  who  by  their  untiring  devotion  to  the  cleanliness  of 
the  Borough  and  efficiency  of  the  service  have  been  the  means 
of  keeping  the  wheels  turning  smoothly. 

I again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
given  to  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Coni- 
inittec,  and  by  other  Committees  concerned  with  my  official 
duties,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  co-operation  and 
to  my  staff  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.
